Document (AA) inter alia discloses granules which contain 0.1% 
by weight diflufenican and 81.9% by weight of a sorptive clay. Gran- 
ules as defined in applicants' new Claim 15, which comprise diflu- 
fenican as herbicide and a cyclodextrin, are not disclosed. 
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Document (BA) relates to synergistic compositions and discloses 
inter alia granules composed of 

3 parts by weight of N- ( 2 , 4-dif luorophenyl ) -2- ( 3-trif luoromethyl- 
phenoxy ) nicotinamide , 

0.2 parts by weight of 4- ( 2 , 4-dichloro-3-methylbenzoyl ) -1 , 3-dime- 
thyl-5- (p-methyl-phenacyloxy )pyrazole, 

33 parts by weight bentonite, 

59.8 parts by weight clay, 

2 parts by weight Na dodecylbenzenesulf onate, and 

2 parts Na ligninsulf onate. 

The document is therefore of particular interest with regard to ap- 
plicants ' invention . 

Document (AD) relates to the phytotoxic persistence and mobility 
of a number of herbicides in arable soil. Among others, diflufenican 
is addressed.
